Three present Claretian Provincials were newly elected to the 
Board of Consultors: Reverend Alfred Esposito, Provincial of Ar- 
gentina, Reverend Roman Moreno, Provincial of Mexico; and Reverend 
Frederick Fernandez, Provincial of the Spanish Province of Betica. 


Reverend Lucas Gutierrez, Director of the Claretian Institute of 
religious Life, in Madrid, Spain, was also elected to the General 
Board of Consultors.

PAT MCPOLIN WAS MADE A KNIGHT CHAPLAIN IN THE ORDER OF SAINT 
LAZARUS OF JERUSALEM in à religious ceremony in Good Shepherd 
Church, Beverly Hills, on the morning of November 3, 1973. 

PAT and twenty-four other postulants from the United States 
and Mexico were invested in the 900-year old military and hos- 
pitaller order. 


In the evening a Royal Ball and Benefit was held at the Beverly 
Wilshire to honor His Royal Highness Prince Enrique de Borbon 

y Borbon, the fourth duke of Seville, and his consort, Princess 
Dona Maria Jose de Borbon. During the ball, PAT and the other 
newly invested officers and members, joined the international 
Order's knights commanders, officers and members in taking the 
oath of fealty to the Order's Grand Master, Don Francisco. 


The Military and Hospitaller Order of St. Lazarus of Jerusalem 
was founded in 1120 to help alleviate the sufferings of lepers 
and those afflicted with other contagious diseases. They also 
engaged in other charitable works. The Order is dedicated to 
upholding the Christian faith, promoting ecumenism, assisting 
those in need and helping to eliminate suffering in the trad- 
ition of the Crusaders and in the imitation of Christ. Through 
an organization known as the International Green Cross Assoc- 
iation, the Order continues to give service where it is needed. 


RALPH BERG WAS RECENTLY ELECTED DEAN of the local deanery where 
St Anne's (Arvada, Colorado) parish is. The Àrchbishop of Den- 
ver has divided the Archdiocese into groups of four or five 
parishes to each deanery. St. Anne's deanery has five parishes 
with a total of twelve priests, including the four Claretians 
in Arvada. The parishes of the deanery are supposed to work 
together in whatever programs would be of benefit to all, for 
the greatest possible efficiency, to avoid duplication of pro- 
grams, etc. 


FRANK FERRANTE HAS BEEN GIVING A LECTURE SERIES in the large 
Meeting Room of the Provincial Residence. Covering a wide range 
of subject matter under the general title of "Christian Aware- 
ness and Involvement", the series has been held bi-weekly since 
October 10th. The last lecture will be on December 19th. On 
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the feast of our Founder, in addition to the lecture, the 
Liturgy of the Eucharist was celebrated. Concelebrating 
Mass with FRANK were Fathers RON ALVES, ALOYSIUS ELLACURIA, 
JOHN HAMPSCH, BILL KING and LOUIS OLIVARES. Over 150 per- 
sons participated in the liturgy which had a visual homily 
(slides prepared by DICK MEDER) given by FRANK. 


AVE CENTER/SAN FRANCISCO IS GOING FULL FORCE IN THE PERSONAL 
APOSTOLATE FIELD reports Jim Overend, a member of the com- 
munity. Among the apostolates undertaken by the students: 
Jerry Floyd is involved in the social justice area with the 
Farmworkers. Part of Jerry's work is lining up parishes 
where information regarding the plight of the Farmworkers 
might be conveyed to concerned Christians through special 
liturgies and lectures. Paul Slaby and JIM OVEREND are work- 
ing on a Suicide Hot Line in Berkeley. They cover the mid- 
night to 8 a.m. shift each Saturday morning.and their work 
consists of counselling people with suicidal tendencies who 
call in. After several weeks of monitoring calls, they have 
recently been given the responsibility of handling them by 
themselves, Some of the men are continuing their work as 
Chaplain's assistants at the hospitals and some are contin- 
uing liturgical planning at Sacred Heart parish where BOB 
ELDAN celebrates Mass each Sunday. 


The Community also had their first Day of Recollection for 
the new scholastic year on Saturday, October 6th, at Angel 
Island in the San Francisco Bay. FRANK FERRANTE was the main 
celebrant for this traditional monthly event. It was a cold 
and misty day but everyone agreed it was a success. On the 
previous Friday MANNY MARUFFO of St. Leander's, Pueblo, gave 
the community a talk on team-ministry. 


THE CLARETIAN GUILD OF ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, SAN MARCOS, held 
their Annual Dinner on October 11 at the Holiday Inn. CARLOS 
CASTILLO, JIM MCIVOR and LARRY MOEN were special guests of 
the Guild for the evening's program, which featured a talk 
on mental retardation by Mrs. Ruby Rudd of the Brown School. 


MANNY MARUFFO HAS BECOME A VOTING MEMBER OF THE NATIONAL 
LITURGICAL COMMISSION. MANNY, a Co-Pastor of St. Leander's 
in Pueblo, is already on the Diocesan Liturgical Commission 
for the diocese of Pueblo. 


LARRY LOVELL IS GIVING A SIX-WEEK WORKSHOP IN BERKELEY on the 
subject of "Becoming a Person: Awareness of Self and Others." 
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This workshop is being held under the auspices of the Newman 
Center at the University of California at Berkeley. The series 
began on November 19 and is concerned with the thesis that be- 
coming a person requires an awareness of particular attitudes 
that can stifle human growth. “he six Weeks will be aimed at 
attempting to understand these attitudes and encouraging per- 
sonal development. Areas of concentration will include Human 
Communication, Spirituality as a Fundamental Value, and the 
Need to Explore Self. 


A MUSICAL BENEFIT FOR THE NIGERIAN MISSION WAS HELD AT THE 
PROVINCIAL RESIDENCE on November 18, 1975. Entitled "Claretian 
Festival of Music", the two-hour musicale featured the musical 
talents of SAM AZZARELLO, Edward Hales, Patricia Corbett and 
Murray Korda. The large audience, gathered in the Main Lounge 

of the Provincial Residence, was highly appreciative of the mag- 
nificent artistry displayed by the quartet of musicians. BILL 
KING welcomed the guests and told them that all proceeds raised 

by the musicale, and by the benefit drawing following, were going 
to FRANK AMBROSI and his novices at St. Mary's Seminary in Nigeria. 


MODESTO LEON HAS BEEN APPOINTED TO THE ARCHDIOCESAN YOUTH COM- 
MISSION OF LOS ANGELES. MODESTO is the only Brother on the six 
man Board coordinated by Fr. Patrick Ziemann. The first project 
was a seminar on "The Troubled Youth", which consisted of three 
workshops given at Mt. St. Mary's Doheny Campus on November 30. 
MODESTO'S workshop was on "The Teenager and Gangs". The descrip- 
tive blurb in the brochure read: "Brother Modesto Leon,C.M.F. of 
East Los Angeles, together with youth gang leaders, will present 
this workshop on ways the Church can influence gangs." MODESTO'S 
particular area of work within the Commission will be concen- 
+rated on youth in gang and barrio situations. Brother says the 
Commission hopes to eventually set up other committees in var- 
ious areas that will be extensions of the work being done by the 
core groups. The Commission is a part of the "Continuing Ed- 
ucation Program for Priests of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles- 
Ministry to Youth" program sponsored by ihe Archdiocese. MODESTO 
was recently featured in two front page Stories printed in THE 
TIDINGS which told of his work with gangs in East Los Angeles.
